Whole Germen 
regiments and brigades, more than 
50,006 German wolunteers, fought in 
the Union ranks and thousands were 
maimed and died on the wattlefieids to 
uphold the cause of their adopted coun- 
try. However right or wrong the 
cause does not matter here, as we 02- 
ly deal witb ‘bis characteristic fealty 
to his adopted country. Let we re- 
member that the German settler 
fought side by side with the Dutch 
Durgber in the jate South African war 
and he will do the same ip this couD- 
try and against ali comers. if. ict be ne- 
cossary, which God forbid! 

At the present date we have 
Nocthern Alberta nearly eight thou- 
sand German auc Russian’ Germab fa- 
quilies, while before 1891, only twelve 
years ago, ther were nove at all.

The ideas of Exigilish-speaking people 
in general are a litile confused in their 
distinctions among Germans, Russian 
Germans, and Galicians.

The majority of Ger- 
man setilers in this district are Ger- 
mans. who were born and raised in 
the German Empire or in the German 
provinces of the German Aus- 
trian empire and they had (he advan- 
tages of ‘he solendid German school 
system in Germany and German-Aur- 
tria, and to this latter class belong 
ed most of thoze 80 families that arriy- 
ed in Edmonton in 1891 and who form- 
ed the nucleus of the extensive Ger- 
man settlements of toduy. F
